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I. Let us conſider, What Kind of Salvation our 
Text ſpeaks of, and bow far our Salvation from popiſh 
Adverſaries, may be compared to it. And in making 
this Compariſon, we ſhould diſtinctly take No- 
tice of the Salvation itſelf, deſcrib'd in this Pſalm; 
the Enemies David and his People were ſaved from; 
the Time in which their Salvation was wrought ; 
and the Manner of it: In all which Reſpects, Their 
Salvation and Ours will appear to be very much 
the ſame. And whilſt we are conſulting the Pſalm 
before us for thoſe ſeveral Paſſages that may de- 
ſcribe the Salvation of the Religious Fews ; We 
may take the Account of our own Salvation from 
fome Extracts, which 1 ſhall faithfully give you 
out of the Feſuits Memorial for the intended Refoz- 
mation of England under their firſt popiſh Pꝛinte. Pub- 
liſhed in 1690. from the Copy that was preſented to 
King James II. By which you will ſee how great 
a Salvation was wrought for us in the Abdication 
of that popiſh Prince at the REvoruTION; and 
in diſappointing and keeping out another popiſh 
Prince, by His Preſent MaJjesTty's Acceſſion 
and Government. | | 
This I apprehend moſt ſeaſonable and requi- 
ſite, becauſe the Common People are now taught 
to imagine, That they might enjoy both their 
Civil Privileges and their Religion, tho a popiſh 
Prince ſhould have reign'd over them, | | 
I. If we conſider the Salvation itſelf that is ſpoke 
of in this Pſalm, our Salvation from popiſh Enemies, 
will appear to be of the ſame Nature. 
The Salvation in our Text was ſuch as to ſecure 
the Worſhip of GoD, which was in Zion *; and to 
prevent the overthrow of true Religion by Heathen 
+ Powers, and by the Nations that forgat Gop | : 
It was a Salvation in Which the National Privileges 
of the Fews were concern'd, as well as the Rights 
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of particular Perſons. Maintaining of David's Right 
and Cauſe * being at that Time neceſlary to pre- 
ſerve the Conſtitution in general, and to ſecure 
the Welfare of all Good Men. And then it was a 
Salvation in which the Lives of Many were con- 
cern'd alſo, as is plainly intimated by the Pit made, 
and the Net hid ; tho? others, and not the Par- 
ties intended were deſtroy 'd thereby. 


Our Salvation from popiſh Enemies will be found 


* 


to reſemble this in all theſe Reſpects. 
(1) Hereby our Religion is preſerv d, which was 
manifeſtly ſtruck at, and deſign'd go be utterly over- 
thrown. As ſoon as a geod Catholick Pzince ſhould 
be eſtabliſhed upon the Throne of thele Nations. 
He muſt make Account that the Security of Himſelf 
his Crown and Succeſſor dependeth Principally, of the 
eAſſurance and good Eſtabliſhment of the Catholick 
Roman Religion within his Kingdom ||.

(ſays the Jeſuit) © will be of ſo much Moment 
* as to have certain prudent, and zealous Men 
* put in Authority by the Prince and Parliament, 
and Pope's Holineſs to attend principally, and 
* as it were, only to this Affair (ſettling of Po- 


* pery). And for that the Name of Inquifition 


may be ſomewhat odious and offenſive at the

ce ſufficient for the ſetting up and eſtabliſhing the 
* Engliſh Church. The Perſons of thoſe who were 
to make up this Council, muſt be of great Suffi- 
© ciency and Reſpect, and fit for the Purpoſe * .” 
Their Buſineſs was to ſearch after, and reſume all 
the Church and Abbey-Lands : To keep all Religious 
and Eccleſiaſtical Perſons out of the Realm, but 
ſuch as ſhould have their Licenſe and Authority +: 
To call ſome of all the Religious Orders in other 
Countries, to be placed joyntly in the City of 
London, and from thence to be derived by little 
and little into other Places of the Realm 4 : To 
eret a new Military Order of Knights, to fight 
againſt Hereticks : To ſettle a Correſpondence 
in all the Shires of England ; and to place in thoſe 
as they ſhould ſee fir, Preachers, Confeſſors, and 
a long Train of Things . And for that the 
© Reverence of Religion, and Motive of Devo- 
cc tion to the People, doth greatly depend on 
A theſe external Things, it muſt be one princi- 
pal Care of this Council to have em well re- 
ce formed: To fix a Calendar for Holy-Days : 
To ſet up Societies in Pariſhes : To ere& a new 
Univerſity about Durbam, or Newcaſtle || for Po- 
liſhing thoſe Parts toward Scotland: To order 
Grammar. Schools; deſtroying Heretical Books and 
Pamphlets; (that is, whatever they ſhall de- 


termine ſuch) To ſee that a general Story be col- 


lected of the moſt notable Things that have hap- 
pen'd ſince Popery was diſgrac'd in England, and 
do procure that due Honour be done to popiſh Mar- 
yrs, &c. *. And when this Council ſhall have ſet- 


tled, and ſecur'd the State of Carholick Religion; tis

From all which it appears, how much the Pro- 
teſtant Religion is concern'd in our being ſaved 


from Teſuitical Counſels And a popiſh Prince; ſince if

* great Diligence with divers Princes, eſpecially 
* with the Spaniſh King, to uſe all his Force that

In the ſame Manner theſe boaſting Men glory d of

Now, to have ſuch amazing Impudence as this 
rebuk d, Time after Time, and a People ſaved, that 
ſeem'd thus mark'd out for Miſery and Deſtructi- 
on, how does it magnify our Salvation!

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count it, were ſtripp'd of their Eſtates, and all they 
had; and when the Fires in Smithfield, and ot her 
Places, were Lighting continually to burn ſo few 
of the Proteſtants. What can be expected from 
ſuch Men as complain, notwithſtanding all this, 
„That there was want of Zeal in 9. Mary's Time, 
© to the Grief and Diſcouragement of many: What, 
I fay, can be expected, but that they ſhould eaſe 
themſelves of this Grief, the next Time the Prote- 
ftant Intereſt in theſe Nations, ſhould fall into their 
Hands. 

This tends greatly to increaſe a Senſe of our 
Salvation, when we conſider ourſelves, as deliver'd 
out of the Hands of thoſe, who have been ſhed- 
ding the Blood of others without Cauſe, and with- 
out Mercy; and in whoſe Deſigns and Contri- 
vances, we Were counted but as Sheep for the 
Slaughter. 

3. Theſe Enemies of the Proteſtant Intereſt, 1;ke 
thoſe of David, are alſo very treacherous and Perſidious. 
The Concealment of the Snares and hiding ef the 
Net, laid by the Enemies of David and his People, 
does but very imperfectly repreſent the popiſh Arts 
of covering their deſtructive Snares, and treache- 
rouſly drawing Men into them. es | 

I ſhall not now inſiſt on the many treacherous 


Managements which ariſe from that known, and 


leading Principle among them, That Faith is not 
to be kept with Hereticks, They may tell us, they 
deſign one Thing, when they are ſet upon the 
quite contrary : They may profeſs the greateſt 
Reſpect, when they are full of Rage and Venom; 
like thoſe the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks of, Whoſe Words are 
ſmoother than'Butter ; but War was in their Heart TT. 
They may give the moſt ſolemn Aſſurances of 
Friendſhip, and yer think themſelves bound to 
betray, or to deſtroy. No Bonds or Engage-

Thing which the Prince or his Directors of Con- 


ſcience, require Them to renounce, they are to be 


dealt with in the ſevereſt manner “. 
Thus by our being ſaved from popiſh Counſels and 
a Popiſh Prince, We are delivered trom a Treachery 
that would have brought upon us all kinds of 
Miſery. And to be ſaved trom Men of ſuch a 
Charatter as this, is a double Salvation.

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III. If we conſider the Time of that Salvation de- 
ſeribed in the Text, Ours will appear to be as Eminent 
on that Account as David's was. 3 

There are two Things remarkable, as to the Time 


of David's Salvation; It was wrought at a Seaſon 
when his Friends and adherents were very little a- 


ble to help themſelves, and when there was very lit- 
tle Space left for Help to come any other way. 

(1) When they were not able to help themſelves. 
Therefore the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks of them that were ſa- 
ved with him, as an oppreſſed Party t; And as thoſe 
that were poor and needy *. Nay they were in ſuch 
very low Circumſtances that it ſeems to be record- 
ed, for the Encouragement of all that ſhould after- 
ward be in Diſtreſs, The Needy ſhall not always be 
forgotten, the Expectation of the Poor ſhall not periſh for 
ever. | 

In ſuch Cicumſtances, has Gop ſaved the true 
Proteftant Intereſt in theſe Nations, once and again: 
When their Strength was ſmall ; when Power and 
Authority was lodg'd in Thoſe that had the 
ſtrongeſt Inclinations to employ it againſt them; 
and had the fulleſt Inſtructions ſo to do: This 
was moſt notorious in the Reign of K. James II. 
The Feſuits Memorial reckons up ſeveral Things, 


which give great Force to the Roman Catbolichs 


in England, and make the Proteſtants compara- 


_ tively weak and feeble. He tells us that England 


would more eaſily receivePopery than any other Pro- 
teſtant Country; yea, that Difficulties which a- 


riſe even in ſome Catbolick Countries would not 


be found here 4. All is now Zeal, (lays that 
Author) and Integrity in our new Clergy (Al- 


e mighty Go p be thanked for it) and no lefs 
“ in our Laity and Catholick Gentlemen of Eng- 


% land that have born the Brunt of Perſecution tor 
% many Years * . And no doubt but the more any 


n 
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of the Papiſts have ſuffered the more Violent they 
will be in avenging themſelves if ever they ſhould 


get uppermoſt again. 

Laſtly, (continues he *) for our more Encourage- 
* ment, it ſeemeth that the ſweet and high Pro- 
* vidence of Almighty Go vo hath not been ſmall, 
* in conſerving and holding together a good

« Catholick Church «above all other Nations that 
ce are over-run with Hereſy ; for that we have yet 
* on Foot many principal Monuments that are 
ce deſtroyed in other Countries; as namely we 
© have our Cathedral Churches and Biſhopricks 
&« yet ſtanding, our Deanries, Canonries, Arch- 
de deaconries, and other Benefices not deſtroyed ; 
© our Colledges and Univerſities whole; ſo that 
* there wanteth nothing but a new Form to give 
© them Life and Spirit And thus he goes on till 
© he concludes , That every true Catholick Man 
© ought to concur the more willingly, and to 
« Help wherein he may, to this holy and perfect 
© Reformation that is pretended. '” _ 

Nov to conſider all the Advantages for ſetting 


up of Popery that are here mentioned, and then to 


conceive of Papifts being put into Places of Di- 
ſtinction, Ecclefiaſtical, Civil and Military, and 


getting the Power into their Hands, as in King 


Fames's Time tis well known they did; How 
great mult their Strength be? And how little able 
were the poor diſtreſſed Inhabitants of this Land 
to have helped themſelves, had not Gop raiſed 
up a Deliverer for us in a Neighbouring Country, 
and from thence ſent him to us? 

In the late Reign, again, the popiſhly affected 
roſe very high in counting their Advantages, 
and in the Calculation of their Numbers, making 
themſelves Nine to One; and endeavouring to 

: CG | throw 
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throw publick Affairs into ſuch a Poſture as might 


leave no Room for exetting that Power and 


Strength which remain'd among the moſt ſtaunch 


Proteſtants: Yet at ſuch Seaſons as theſe has God 
wonderfully interpoſed for our Salvation, when 
the Power to help ourſelves has been moſt ſenſi- 


bly declining, or under Reſtraint. 


(2.) The Salvation of David and his People was 
wrought when there was but very little Space left for 
any Help to be ſent to them; and thus alſo bas GO p 


wrought Salvation for Us. This the Pſalmiſt plain- 


ly ſpeaks of, as his own Caſe, in the Verſe before 
our Text, When he ſays, Thou lifteſt me up from the 
Gates of Death. Intimating that Deſtruction and 


Ruin was ſo near, He was at the very Gate of 


= 


Thus at the Revorytion in 1688, How near 


were we, to being over-run with Popery? As K. 


Fames was earneſtly requeſted in the Memorial laid 


before him, to employ his whole endeavour and 
Authority in reſtoring the Catholick Religion * ; So 


did he, to do him Juſtice, apply himſelf to this 


Work with great Diligence and Reſolution. He 
ſhew'd no Regard to the Laws of the Land, ſeiz- 
ed the Charters of Corporations, and enter d in- 
to ſuch Meaſures with Reference to the Church 
and the Univerſities, the Court and the Army, and 


ſuch were his Managements in this City, as 
would in a very little Time have accompliſh'd the 
Reformation then propoſs d. But when all was dri- 
ving on in a moſt furious and eager Manner, 


when our Ruin was advancing with the greateſt 


Ewiſtneſs, then came our Help as ſpeedily and 


feaſonably, and we were ſaved from the Hands of 
our Enemies, „ 
How narrowly we have ſince eſcaped falling in- 
to their Power again, by his preſent MajesTx's 
8 coming 
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coming to the Throne at ſo critical a juncture is a 
Matter freſh in our Memories; and therefore I 
need not ſtay to enlarge upon it. Had a popiſh 
Prince been ſettled upon the Throne when King 
GEORGE was, I doubt not, but long before this 
Time, We ſhould have been paſt all Hope, and 
all human Means of Helping ourſelves. And 
there was ſo much Danger and Likelihood of this, 
that for my own Part, I muſt ever eſteem His 
Mas T's Acceſſion, as a being lift up from the 
very Gates of Death. | 

IV. The Salvation of David and his People, was 
very eminent in the Manner of its being wrought ; 
and ſo is our Salvation. As hereby a laſting Di 
grace 15 thrown both upon their and our Enemies; 
and as Gop has ſhewn his Favour in declaring 
the Juſtice and Righteouſneſs both of their Cauſe 
and ours. .. | 
(..) David's Salvation and Ours herein agree as 


to the Manner, That a laſting Diſgrace aud Infamy 


was fix d upon the Enemies of both. The Language of 
the Pſalmiſt is, Thou haſt rebuked the Heathen ; Thou 
haſt deſtroyed the Wicked ; Thou haſt put out their 
Name for ever, and eder 

This we may apply in Part to ourſelves ; 
to Gop's Rebuking the Papiſts in our Land, as 
He did the Heathen in the Land of 7/rael ; and 
alſo Deſtroying them when they had thought to 
bring Deſtruction upon others: But yer there 
is a Generation that keeps their Name from being 
put out, and that are doing all chey can'to mag- 
nify and greaten it. This however, is obſervable, 


that every Attempt of our popiſh Adverſaries ſince 


the Proteſtant Reformation, has tended more and 
more to fix upon them, in the Efteem of all 
Wiſe Men, a deſerved Reproach. And, I doubt 
not, but there will be Some in every Age to per- 

| AF petuate 
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petuate their Reproach, and to make it as laſting 
as that of David's Enemies, which he tells us, 
ſhall never be taken away. | 
When Men of an inſulting, cruel, and treache- 
rous Temper, are croſs d and diſappointed by 
any ſignal Steps of Providence, their Diſgrace 
muſt be very great: And that both in the denſe 
they have of ir themſelves, (cauſing the greateſt 
Fretfulneſs and Chagrin in their own Spirits) and 
alſo in the Triumphs of Thoſe that are made to 
Rejoyce over them. When thoſe that have ſaid in 
their Hearts, They would aſcend into Heaven, and 
would exalt their Throne above the Stars of Gov ; 
and would fir »pou the Mount of the Congrega- 
tion: That they would aſcend above the Heights of 
the Clouds and be like the Moft High, in their Pow- 
er and Dominion; as if Nothing ſhouid ſtard be- 
fore them to Obſtruct or delay their Dehgns : 
When, I ſay, ſuch Hort of Creatures as theſe are 
broug ht down to the Sides of the Pit; then no other 
can be expected, bur that chey who ſee them, ſhould 
narrowly look upon them, and conſider them, and ask, 


Are theſe the Men tha made the Earth to tremble, 


that did ſhake Ring dom f? Surely we may con- 
clude, That the Seed of C vil-Doers ſhall never be re- 
mowned *, 0. i | 

The Papiſts, indeed, have many artful Ways to 
Wipe off Reproach from themſelves : Denying 
ſome Facts; giving fair, but falſe Colours to o- 
thers; and lay ing Things falſely at the Door of 
Thoſe to whom they do not belong; and thinking 
to conſecrate even the worſt Things charg'd upon 


them, by a ſacred Pretence of ſerving the Church: 


But our Hiſtories are now too full of the Accounts 


of their wicked Attempts. and we have too many 


public Inſcriptions and «Memorials of their Villa 
ny, and even at this Day we have roo many

getteth not the Cry of the Humble.

Scart, occaſion'd by our Conteſts with Them and 
their Adherents, to leave any Room for Crediting 
the favourable Things they have to ſay for them- 
ſelves. Their late deſperate Enterprizes ſeem to 
ſpeak this as their own judgment, Thar if they 
* did not overthrow the Preſent Settlement f 
* the Crown, their Name muſt be put out in theſe 
© Nations, from one Generation to another. 
(2.) If the Manner of David's Salvation was ſuch, 
as declared the Fawour of Gop, and the Juſtice of 
his C:uſe ; in this Reſpect alſo, we may magnify 
our own Salvation. Thus the Pſalmiſt ſpeaking to 
Gop, ſays, Thou baſt maintained my Right and my 
Cauſe, Thou ſateſt in the Throne judging right . And 
inthe ſame Language may We rejoyce in the di- 


ſtinguiſhing Favour of Heaven. 


G op has declar'd by a Variety of Providences, 
that He does favour our righteous Cauſe. And 
tho' we mult acknowledge, our Iniquities have con- 
tinually reftify'd againſt us; yet for his Name's Sake 
He hath done this. Our Enemies have boaſted of 
their being the only Church and People of Go p; 
and they pretend to Infallibility in their deciding 
this Matter; and they pretend alſo to a Power 
of Working Aliracles tor the ſupport of their 
Cauſe: And yet for all this, they have not been 
able to make one Attempt that haz prov'd 
them infallible, either in FJudging or Acting 
againſt us; nor yet by any miraculous Tower to 
controul and to over-rule Events ſo as to ſecure 
Succeſs to themſelves. And ſhall we then give 
up the Comfort of concluding, That Gov ſa- 
vours our righteous Cauſe, only becauſe theſe 


Men continue to talk as inlolently as ever? No; 


let them imagine, and ſpeak high Things as They 
will, We ſhould glory in this, That Gop for- 


Whatever 
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Whatever has made any /ignal Event to be a- 
ſcribed to God, ſeems to lie mediately, or im- 
mediately in the Methods of our Salvation from 
the Romaniſfs, If they have ſaid, Their Coun- 
ſels ſhould prevail: Gop has turned them into 
Fooliſhneſs : If they have ſaid, Their Alliances, 
Strength and Power, ſhould carry the Day; Ga v 
has broken, or pour'd Contempt upon theſe once 


and again: If they have been Plotting in ſecret, 


and carrying on their Deſigns in the moſt con- 
cealed Manner poſſible; Gop has till. brought 
all to Light, and unravell'd thoſe Schemes which 
they boaſted, could not poſſibly be hinder'd from 
taking Effet. If they have appear'd in the open 
Field, and made folemn Appeals to Heaven to de- 
cide the Quarrel by the Succeſs of Arms ; yet here 
alſo they have turn'd their Backs, and have not 
been able to ſtand in the Battle. Surely after Gop 
has ſo many ways appear'd to fave us, and given 
ſuch repeated Proofs of His Providential Concern 
for us, we ought to rejoyce in ſuch a repeated, 
continu'd Salvation, as declaring that Gop does 
maintain our Right and our 4 

So that upon the Whole, if David had Reaſon 
to Glory of his Salvation and rejoice in it, we al- 
ſo have Reaſon to ſpeak very highly, and joy ful- 
ly concerning Ours. 

III. I ſhould now procceed to ſhew what that 


Rejoycing is which the Example of David here recom- 
wmends to us. But the Time being ſpent I muſt 


not deſcend to particulars; Only in the general 
let it ſuffice to fay, that if we are guided by the 


Pſalmiſt's Joy in expreſſing our own, it muſt be a 


Joy that ſhall be ſuited to the Salvation ſpoken 
of, and it muſt be raiſed in ſome Meaſure ac- 
cording to the greatnels of that Salvation.

We now commemorate a Salvation that has 
preferv'd our Religion and the pure Worſhip of Go v5 
to us; and therefore our _ Conc ſhould be 
in the Temple and Service of our God. But we 
alſo commemorate a Salvation that has ſecur'd our 
Civil Rights ; and therefore we may very properly 
Expreſs out Joy on this Account in other ways and 
in other Places of Concourſe. And then looking 
upon our Lives and all that is dear to us as reſcued 
irom Deſtruction, our Joy and Gratitude ſhould 
riſe to a Pitch, that may ſhew we preſerve a juſt 


| denſe of our great Deliverance. 


Yet always remembring to aſcribe the Glory of 


all to our Lord Jesvs Cnx1sr who is become the 


Author of eternal Salvation to Them that obey 
him: And who alſo, as he is now made Gover- 
nour of all things both in Heaven and Earth for 
the Good of his Church, ſhould be owned and glo- 


rify'd in all ſuch Temporal Salvations as Thoſe of 
this Day, 


To Conclude. A right rejoycing will not only 
be pleaſed with a being ſaved from popery, but 


with the Means and Inſtrements that Gobp in his 


Wiſe Providence has ſeen fit to uſe. On this ac- 
count we ſhould honour the Memory of King 
WILLIAu, and Triumph in the Acceſſion and Go- 
vernment of King Gzoxcs, Tis a moſt deteſta- 
ble ingraticude and perverſeneſs, for Men to pro- 
feſs their Joy in being ſav'd from popiſh Enemies, 
and at the fame time to deſpile the Hand that 
brings Salvation. Tis juſtly to be ſuſpected that 


there is ſtill a ſtrong hankering after the Garliok 


and Onions of Egypt from which ſuch Men are 
brought, when they are quarelling with, and mur- 
muring againſt Thoſe whom GOD has made 
their Captains and Leaders to & Land of Ryſt. 
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to Heaven, that we may never. want a Proteſtant 
Prince to ſit upon the Throne of theſe Nations. 
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
